surface. 
The experience in politics in the 
west has revealed that when 
a 
group in the electorate falls to 
attain its objective In one party 
it goes into the other.

should shift so that the Republi­ 
can party embraced three-fourths 
or more of the voting population, 
the next step would be the devel­ 
opment of an eastern and western 
Republicanism or a conservative 
and progressive cleavage. 
The 
latter realignment has been pre­ 
dicted for a long tim* and may 
yet corno about bat if th* Repub­ 
lican party la to bo brot >ti up by- 
it, the people responsible for it 
will bo those who

Democratic party. 
Prefer Pw ty System. 
Governor 
Smith 
outspokenly 
referred to the Democratic party 
as the liberal party, the party of 
progressives. 
If the loaders can 
make of the minority party the 
organisation of progressives and 
liberals, they will head off a lino 
of cleavage inside the Republican 
party and make a bid 
for 
the 
votes of progressive Republicans. 
The last thing most students 
of politics and government would 
care to see in 
America 
is 
a 
break-un of the two-party sys­ 
tem and the substitution therefor 
of the group or bloc system which 
nearly threatened the Republican 
party's existence in congress 
in 
the decade Just closed and which 
was only averted by the Increas­ 
ing 
number 
of 
conservatives 
elected from both the Democratic 
and Republican ranks. 
The in­ 
surgent progressive bloc in cong­ 
ress la not as powerful as it used 
to be and without the aid of the 
Democrats la not at all the bal­ 
ance of power. 
If Governor Smith had not an­ 
nounced the day after 
election 
that he was through with run­ 
ning for public office, his radio 
speech might have 
been 
con­ 
strued as a bid for 1982. 
The 
address, however, was prompted 
by a desire to keep the Democra­ 
tic party Intact.

To make the tragedy even more 
poignant, the lifeboat was swamp­ 
ed by huge sea* within sight of 
the mothers, wives and sisters of 
the men. 
Crowding 
the 
beach 
they saw the boat upset and saw 
their loved ones hurled into the 
waters, while over the roar of the 
seas came their heartbroken cries 
and screams. 
Terrific seas and a wind of gale 
force prevailed in 
the 
channel 
when the Rye life crew launched 
their boat at 6 o’clock this morn­ 
ing to go to the aid of the wrecked 
Latvian steamer Alice. 
Scarcely 
was the little boat launched when 


it was learned on shore that the 
steamer's crew already had been 
rescued by the German steamer 
Smyrna. 
The brave men of Rye were re­ 
turning to their port and were la­ 
boring through mountainous seas 
when disaster overtook them. 
A 
huge wave overwhelmed and cap­ 
sized their craft and they were 
buried in the swirling waters. 
Throughout the afternoon and 
evening, 
bodies 
were 
washed 
ashore by ones and twos and were 
reclaimed with heartbreaking cries 
by their relatives. 
The boat itself 
was tossed ashore with two vie 
Urns underneath. 
Among the dead were a father 
and his two sons, named Head; 
three brothers named Pope; three 
brothers named Cutting; two broth­ 
ers named Clark, and two cousins 
named Downey.

New York, Nov. 15—(ZP)—The de­ 
tailed Btory of the sinking of the 
Vestris was being written on the 
official government records today 
as more of the ships of the rescue 
fleet came to port with living and 
dead. 
Scattered families were reunited, 
and survivors were found by Joy­ 
ous relatives and friends. 
But in 
other quarters only sorrow prevail­ 
ed as 22 bodies were laid out for 
identification or aa officials shook 
their heads negatively in answer 
to anxious queries of those seeking 
some word of the unreported. 
At the end of tho day all the 
rscue fleet had reached port or 
was near it, and that latest count 
of those who had survived and who 
were lost failed to improve the list 
of 114 dead. Thirteen bodies were 
brought to New York on the de­ 
stroyer Shaw. Meanwhile, the bat­ 
tleship Wyoming ploughed on to­ 
ward Hampton Roads with nine 
survivors, and the French tanker 
Myriam reached Brooklyn with 67 
living. 
More Stories Told. 
Through the day more details of 
the disaster that sent the liner to 
the bottom 250 miles off Hampton 
Roads 
Monday 
afternoon, 
came 
from survivors. One story, told by 
Dave Botten, a fireman on the Ves­ 
tris, related how the “blnck gang’’ 
of the stoke bolo stayed at their 
furnaces until water that first had 
started to pour through a half­ 
open port coal door, virtually en­ 
gulfed them and finally sent them 
clambering up n ladder to the list­ 
ing deck of tho ship, 
This 
account 
was 
added 
to 
stories of shifting 
cargo, 
weak 
bulkheads, inefficient launching of 
lifeboats and delay in calling for 
help. Combined, each feature wrent 
to make up the tragic tale of tho 
short-lived voyage for 328 persons - 
129 of them passengers—who left 
New York Saturday for Barbados 
and South America. 
O’Laughlin Hero. 
Stories of two mon will never 
he heard. Capt. William Carey went 
down with his ship and never will 
answer tho criticism against him 
and his crew for their work in 
meeting the disaster. 
Neither will 
Michael J. O’Loughlin, radio opera­ 
tor, ever tell how and why he stay­ 
ed at his key until he was unable 
to save himself. 
But his devotion 
to the radioman’s code of the sea 
has been an outstanding tale of 
heroism In the entire account of 
the wreck and his name will be 
inscribed on the monument in Bat­ 
tery Park erected to the memory 
of wireless men who have "kept 
the record unsullied.”

Tho Wyoming first sighted sur­ 
vivors swimming directly ahead of 
her Tuesday morning and lowered 
a boat, picking up four persons 
clinging to wreckage and to the 
ramina of an improvised raft. 
The survivors were transferred 
from the battleship to a hospital 
ship which took them ashore to 
the Navy hospital here for treat­ 
ment.

The negro, Boxil. who is suffer 
ing from a fractured skull and who 
was the only seriously Injured sur­ 
vivor, was found lying on a piece 
of wreckage close to the raft, un­ 
conscious.

The body of Major Inouye 
was transferred to the coast guard 
destroyer Shaw. 
Mrs. Batten 
and

Major Inouye died in his wife’s 
arms while they were on an impro­ 
vised raft consisting of a door aud 
left belts.

$8,000 BLAZE 
HITS CARNEY 


Barber Shop, Dance Hall 
and Two Automobiles 
Burned 


Carney, Mich., Nov. 15 (Special) 
—A dance hall, barber shop, pri­ 
vate garage and two automobiles 
w'ere destroyed early this morning 
by fire, w’hieh for aw'hile threaten­ 
ed destruction to the entire village. 
The loss is estimated at $8,000. 
The blaze originated in the two- 
story frame building in which John

Miss Ruth Olson, owner of the 
building, had some furniture stored 
in the second story. 
The barber

niture were lost. 
Sparks from the building ignited 
the roof of the Greystone dance 
hall, and within a short time this, 
too, was enveloped in flames. The 
private garage and residence of 
John Nagy also caught fire, but the 
fire fighters managed to save the 
home. 
The small garage building 
and an Oakland sedan, owned by 
Clement Ritter, 
were 
destroyed, 
howover. A Ford coupe, belonging 
to Mr. Logan, had been left parked 
between the Greystone dance hall 
and the barker shop, and it also 
was burned. 
The Greystone hall was convert­ 
ed from an old garage about a year 
ago by William Ruttner. 
A piano, 
some chairs and other fixtures in 
the building were 
lost 
on 
the 
flames. 
The Menominee fire department 
fought the flames for several hours 
with the assistance 
of a 
local 
bucket brigade, and prevented the 
spread of the flames to other parts 
of the village.

Few Real Lumberjacks 
Now, Old-Timer Says; 
Tells of the Early Days 


A llies Now Play a t W ar 


For the first time in history 
army maneuvers were 
conducted 
by the soldiers of two nations at 
a recent mobilization in the occu­ 
pied Rhine territory. 
Before be- 
blnnlng their cavalry maneuvers 
the French Invited the King’s Royal 
Irish Hussars to participate, and 
the invitation was gladly accepted. 


“There are very few of us old- 
time lumberjacks In the 
woods 
nowadays.’’ said Joe 
LeRocque, 
60-year-old 
French - Canadian 
woodsmen, who yesterday shoul­ 
dered his pack and started out to 
put in his forty-fifth winter 
in 
the woods near Rock. 
Like the real lumberjacks 
of 
the old school, 
LeRocque 
has 
swung his sharp axe in the trees 
of the leading lumbering prov­ 
inces of Canada and the 
north­ 
west and Pacific 
coast 
states. 
When only a boy, IO years old, 
he ran the logs on the St. Maurice 
river near his home in Three Riv­ 
ers, Quebec, and by the time he 
was sixteen he was a full-fledged 
“river rat". 
He has worked on 
log drives on all the 
principal 
rivers in the great north woods; 
has seen his pals crushed in the 
merciless log jams 
when 
giant 
timbers splintered and piled 
up 
like a bunch of toothpicks, 
and 
can tell many an exciting tale of 
his own close escapes from 
the 
jaws of death. 
O ld-Tim ers P aw ing. 
With keen regret, Joe has said 
good-bye to many fellow "jacks," 
who finally overtaken 
by 
age, 
have parked their "turkey” in the 
spring for the last time and left 
to spend their 
declining 
years 
with relatives or in some board­ 
ing house. 
But 
Joe LeRocque, 
still hale and hearty and able to 
put in a good day’s work, keeps 
on. 
With disdain, he observes 
how each winter the camp hires 
less of the 
"real 
lumberjacks” 
and more of the greenhorns. 
"There’s only about forty of us 
real lumberjacks around this part 
of the country,” LeRocque said. 
“These ‘hoosiers’ and ‘cutter fil­ 
lers’ who are in the woods now­ 
adays aren’t 
real 
lumberjacks. 
What I call an old-time lumber­ 
jack is a man who can do 
any­ 
thing a jobber asks him to do. 
"A Jobber, he say, ‘Joe, go out 
and build Skidway’. 
I go out and 
do it. 
Then, he say, 'Joe cut a 
logging road’. 
An oid-timer can 
fix up a harness, drive a team, 
repair a dam. make a sleigh, fit a 
saw, work on the river drive, run 
canoe, cut down timber, and do 
everything 
around 
a 
sawmill. 
These ‘hoosiers’ can do only one 
thing, usually, and th a t not so 
good.” 
Doesn't lik e Radio. 
LeRocque has little use for the 
modern contrivances 
that 
have 
been introduced in lumber camps 
for the convenience of the work­ 
ers. 
"I've quit a halt dozen camps 
because they put in those 
darn 
radios and graphophones,” 
Joe 


declared. 
"I like music, but not 
from those machines. 
I 
never 
would work 
for 
Henry 
Ford, 
neither, because he has got too 
many rules that the men must 
follow. 
I’m a man 
who 
can’t 
stand having a boss around.” 
LeRocque of late 
has 
been 
spending his summers at 
Sault 
Ste. Marie where several of his 
old cronies are hanging out. 
He 
was born in Bordeaux, 
France, 
October 8, 1868, and 
came 
to 
Three Rivers, Quebec, with 
his 
grandfather when about IO years 
of age. 
His father had to remain 
in France to take up arms in the 
French 
Revolution, 
LeRocque 
said. 
W orked on D rives. 
He has spent about 
a 
dozen 
winters in the upper peninsula, 
and worked on the drive on the 
Escanaba river five seasons. 
"We used to go to the woods 
about in August or September, 
and then we would 
come 
back 
with the drive in July,” the old- 
time river driver explained. “In 
those days, Escanaba 
was 
the 
liveliest town in northern Michi­ 
gan. 
We lumberjacks would go 
on a big spree for about 
two 
months, and when we were broke 
we would go back to the woods 
or get a Job at some sawmill. 
I 
am also a stone cutter by trade, 
and I usually got a job in some 
tombstone plant in Minneapolis, 
Milwaukee or other large cities. 
"Before the automobiles came, 
I spent several summers driving 
cabs for millionaires in New York 
and Philadelphia. 
All my folks 
w’ere good horsemen, and I learn­ 
ed how to handle a team when I 
was just a kid. 
I never held one 
of those Jobs long 
because 
as 
soon as they tried to put one of 
those big plug hats and uniforms 
on me, I Jumped it.” 
A scar above the eye, another 
deep figure on the Jaw and marks 
on the back are mute evidence of 
lumberjack brawls In which Le- 
rocque participated in those early 
hectic days. 
"No one starts a fight 
any­ 


more,” Joe mused. 
"In the old 
days, men were proud and would­ 
n’t take any lip 
from 
anyone. 
They fought with their hands and 
their calked-shoes, but few were 
killed except when some 
sneak 
took out a gun or knife. 
l$ow, 
there are men of many different 
nationalities 
working 
in 
the 
woods, and lots of them are car­ 
rying weapons. 
"I never was the fighting kind, 
but whenever I had to 
defend 
myself I could hold my own with 
the best of them. 
Most of the 
fights were around the saloons. A 
camp foreman would meet anoth­ 
er one, and 
they 
would 
start 
bragging about how good 
their 
crews were. 
Finally after a few 
drinks, they would get fighting 
mad, and then the two crews of 
men would fight 
against 
each 
other.”

Express Company Will 
Sell Horses and Buy 
Motor Trucks 


RESCUE SURVIVORS OF STEAMER VESTRIS 


Five old Dobbins are going to 
lose their jobs. 
The American Railway Express 
company, for many years an em­ 
ployer 
of 
strong 
and 
reliable 
horses, has decided to speed up its 
service here in keeping with times. 
As a result, five 
horses, 
which 
have pulled three wagons in the 
summer and an equal number of 
sleighs in the winter, will be dis- 
p’aoed within a few days by two 
new Ford one and a half ton truck 
vans, Matt Lawrence, local agent, 
announced yesterday. 
The animals will be sold here to 
the highest bidder, but if no buy­ 
ers can be found they will be ship­ 
ped to Chicago, where the express 
company still uses some horses for 
certain work. 
Horses have been in service of 
the express company in Escanaba 
since the office was established 
here more than forty years ago. 
With the advent of the motor age, 
virtually all draymen In the city. 
got rid of their horses and adopted | 
the automobile truck, but the ex­ 
press company dung to the horse- 
drawn vehicles. About forty horses, 
1,000 tons of hay and 45,000 bush­ 
els of oats have been used by the 
local office since it was establish­ 
ed, it is estimated. 
In the olden days. the American 
Express company 
operated 
here 
over the Chicago & North Western 
railway and the W estern Express 
company and the Wells Fargo E x­ 
press company operated over the 
SOO Line. 
In’ 1918, the companies 
consolidated in the American Rail­ 
way Express company. 
The present express company op­ 
erates on 260,000 miles of railroads 
and steamship routes and has 125.- 
OOO employes and some 27,000 of­ 
fices. 
In conducting 
its 
wide­ 
spread pick-up and delivery opera­ 
tions as a p art of the express ser­ 
vice, it has the largest fleet of 
motor trucks and horses and wa­ 
gons of any transportation organi­ 
zation in the world. 
The 
motor 
equipment comprises 
some 8,5u0 
vehicles, but while the trend of 
recent years has been toward t mo­ 
torization. some 9,000 horses are 
still used. 
About 
25.000 
horses 
were used by the express company 
five years.
